Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


The  work  commenced  in  the  area  in  1939  has  been  carried  on 
during  the  year.  The  majority  of  those  children  whose  parents  had 
consented  to  the  original  appeal  were  immunised  by  the  end  of  March 
and  were  later  Schick  tested  with  satisfactory  results.  Later  in  the 
year  there  were  a number  of  further  consents,  and  these  children  have 
also  been  immunised.  The  work  is  still  being  carried  on. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  the  Plalstead  Rural  and  Urban  Districts 
approximately  50%  of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  1 year  and 
14  years  are  now  immune.
